London, Feb. 27 (TP)— A B rit­ 
ish adm iralty report cites the 
United States as leading world 
powers today in the nu mber of 
cru isers planned or being bu ilt. 
The figu res, as given in t h e 1 
official report, are: 
United States, 11 cru isers u n­ 
der constru ction, six projected: 
British 
Commonwealth, 
seven 
bu ilding, three definitely plan­ 
ned; France and Italy, six each 
u nder constru ction; Japan, two 
bu ilding and two projected. 
F ar ou t in front in the nu m b e r;
